Dunr&ku and Fireflies — a Japan¬ 
ese contrast. Bunraku are puppets. 
Fireflies are beetles. The Japanese 
people love both of them. They ap¬ 
peal to the fairy tale desires of all 
of us. So this week for their story. 

The puppet dramas again are syn¬ 
thetic art, which combines the man¬ 
ipulation of the puppets, the recita¬ 
tions of josuri and the playing of the 
samisen. 

They originated in about 1400 and 
reached the greatest perfection about 
1600. 

The Josuri are dramatic ballads, 
written in chants of five and seven 
syllable lines, in which the stories 
are told and sung by one male per¬ 
former — with continual emphasis by 
the samisen player. 

The Josuri chanter really sets the 
whole drama, although he performs— 
not on the stage—but to one side. He 
has a reading desk, very ornate, and 
with tremendous tassels, and turns 
his music, starting from the rear of 
the volume. All Japanese printing 
starts from the rear page, in columns 
which go downward, like newspapers. 

He needs a most powerful voice, of 
good tone, and covers the action from 
deep bass to feminine falsetto. 

We saw Bunaku performed at the 
Mitsikoshi theatre loc ated on the 6th 
floor of a great department store. 
The show commenced at 12:30 and 
ran till 6 p.m. with the usual long 
intermission. 

Our puppets were the large kind, 
about % life size and were manipu¬ 
lated In full sight of the audience by 
one male performer, whose face and 

clothing were visible all the time. He 

managed the hands and features of 

lb* dolls, who were dreaaod moat 
gorgeously, Just like the Habukl 

actors. 

Assisting the puppeteer, were from 
two to four other operators, dressed 
and masked in black, who were tech¬ 
nically, but not actually invisible. 
These oerators wear high clogs to 
provide the height needed tor manip¬ 
ulation.

Early in the year 1908, Eugene 
Coete, well-known geologist, while 
prospecting In southern Alberta, dis¬ 
covered what Is now known as the 
Dow Island Gas Field. 

The first well was drilled in 1909. 
Six others drilled and completed by 
the end of 1911 were so successful 
that the idea of further developing 
the field and piping gas to the cities 
of Lethbridge and Calgary was con¬ 
ceived. 

The Canadian Western Natural 
Gas, Light, Heat and Power Company 
Limited was successful In obtaining 
franchises to supply these cities and 
other communities on the proposed 
route with natural gas. A vast pro¬ 
gramme was then instituted and 
shortly after the company had re¬ 
ceived its charter in July 19U, a 16” 
transmission line 170 miles In length 
from Bow Island to Calgary was com¬ 
pleted. The cities of Lethbridge and 
Calgary and the towns of Macleod, 
Granum, Claresholm. Nanton and 
Okotoks were connected. Distribution 
plants also under construction were 
rushed to completion by early fall. 
Natural gas from Dow Island was 
first turned Into the Calgary system 
about August 1st, 1912; Into Leth¬ 
bridge and towns shortly after. Al¬ 
though much of the original transmis¬ 
sion pipe has been replaced over the 
years, natural gas continues to flow 
on the route laid out by Alberta’s 
first major gas transmission line. It 
should be noted that this 170-mlle 
pipeline built ust seven years after 
Alberta became a province, was very 
close to being one of the longest gas 
transmission pipelines laid on the 
North American continent to that 
time. 

The number of communities serv¬ 
ed by Canadian Western Natural Gas 
Company Limited has grown from the 
original seven to 28, and another six 
are being added this year on the ex¬ 
tension from Lethbridge to Cardston. 

The original gas supply at Bow 
Island was depleted much sooner 
than had been expected but the re¬ 
serves in Turner Valley and Jump¬ 
ing Pound now connected to the sys¬ 
tem are able to meet the present de¬ 
mands of the Company. Dow Island 
Is being used as a storage field with 
huge qquantitles of natural gas from 
Turner Valley being pumped back In¬ 
to the depleted gas sand for future 
nesda and aa a reserve for peak load 
demands. 

Mr. R. C. McPherson. General Man¬ 
ager of Canadian Western, reports 
that estimated gas reserves connected 
to the Canadian Western system at 
the end of 1954 were 775 billion cu¬ 
bic feet, Including 295 billion at Tur¬ 
ner Valley and 440 billion at Jumping 
Pound; also a gas field adjacent to 
Drooks and operated by the Company 
has served this community since 
1912. 

During 1954 Canadian Western ob¬ 
tained 62.2% of its gas requirements 
from Turner Valley and 34.5% from 
Jumping Pound. The balance was se¬ 
cured in storage gas in the Bow Is¬ 
land field and gas produced by the 
Company’s own wells. 

In March of this year, the Company 
announced the building of a $1,400,000 
transmission line from Lethbridge to 
Cardston, including Distribution sys¬ 
tems, to serve e communities of 
Raymond, Magrath, Stirling, Spring 
Coullee, Welling and Cardston. These 
communities will have gas service 
this year. There are an estimated 
1,900 potential services on the new 
line. 

The Company has 372 permanent 
employees, with a peak working 
staff running to as high as 1,000 per¬ 
sons. There are approximately sixty 
thousand southern Alberta customers 
now served with natural gas by the 
Company.

Letter To The Editor 

Editor, Recorder 

Today a copy of the Recorder of 
June 10th fell into my hands. 

In reading with interest every little 
item from the ‘old home town' I not¬ 
iced an invitution for old timers’ to 
express themselves for the Jubilee 
edition of July 7th. 

So sorry I have no photos to con¬ 
tribute, Cameras were ew and far 
between in those days. But 1 have 
drawn on my memory for a ‘pen pic¬ 
ture’ of the first Dominion Duy Cele¬ 
bration held in Raymond. 

My father, John W. Lee, along with 
old llro Betts with rifles on their 
Rhoulders marched by tin* side of a 
pioneer wagon filled with women and 
children, to guard them against an 
Indian attack. 

But the highlight of the parade that 
was staged from the Mercantile est¬ 
ablishment to the depot and return 
was of Johnny Bull, represented by 
Jimmy Hall the town barber, a little 
short jolly fat man, and John Jesne, 
a tall slender young fellow represent¬ 
ing ‘Unde Sam’.

ALBERTA HAIL INSURANCE BOARD 


Prices Are Too 
High Here Too 

Fifty years ago, newspapers in Al¬ 
berta had not reached the peak of 
perfection It has gained now In sel¬ 
ling an idea to the public. But there 
were a few promoters —■ fast talkers 
both vocally and in print — who al¬ 
ways knew' how to sell an item no 
matter how far - fetched. 

There was one Chicago man who 
used the Alberta newspapers of 1905 
to sell a miracle “cure-air’ named 
Liquozone" — coined from the words 
“liquid” and “ozone”. It could cure 
53 diseases including cancer, tuber¬ 
culosis, asthma, blood poisoning, dan¬ 
druff, tumors, ulcers and malaria. 
For 50 cents a bottle, the Alberta 
public could have the privilege of 
buying a medicine which “attacks 
the germs wherever they are. And 
when the germs are destroyed, the 
disease must end forever. Its virtues 
are derived solely from gas — larg¬ 
ely oxygen gas. The result is a liquid 
that does what oxygen does.” 

The newspapers of Edmonton, Cal¬ 
gary and Lethbridge in 1905 were con¬ 
cerned primarily with the formation 
of the new province. World news was 
almost exclusively taken up with the 
Itusso - Japanese was (which ended 
two days before Alberta became a 
province), the riots in Russia, and 
tenement fires in New York. Locally 
the public was worried about immi¬ 
gration, polygamy among the Mor¬ 
mons and the sensational King mur¬ 
der case. A sign that the days of the 
ranching barons was past occured in 
the spring, when the old Cochrane 
Ranch was sold to the Mormon Church 

The price of clothes during Alber¬ 
ta’s birthday year appeared to be 
within the reach of everyone. There 
were men’s suits for $4.85, ladies’ 
shoes for $5, hand made lace scarves 
for $3, nightgowns for 60 cents, cor¬ 
set covers for 15 cents, mink stoles 
for $15, and ribbed black cashmere 
ladies stockings for 200 cents a pair. 

Real estate prices also were in the 
lower brackets. In Edmonton, a six- 
room house with two lots was offered 
for sale for $1,100, while a four-room 


house with three lots fetched $1,500. 
Standard lots were on sale at the 
Groat Estate for $125, at one third 
down and no taxed for the first year. 
In Calgary two houses near the fair 
grounds were offered for $2,200 for 
the two, and a twelve-room house 
with four lots was listed by real es¬ 
tate agents for $2,850. There also 
were two lots on 13th Avenue valued 
at $200 each. A typical rural offer 
was an improved farm at Millet, in¬ 
cluding all stock, horses and poultry, 
for $2,850. 

As would be expected, the wages 
in the cities and income for the 
farmers was on par with the retail 
prices. A Calgary cafe advertised for 
a waitress at the wages of $20 a 
month while in Edmonton, a male 
teacher was wanted at $45 a month 
and a chambermaid at $17 a month. 

A typical day’s listing on the farm 
page showed that an Alberta farmer 
could expect to receive 81 cents a 
bushel for No. 1 hard wheat, 20 cents 
a bushel for oats and $3 a ton for 
straw. Cattle were bought for $2.50 
a hundredweight, live hogs at $4.50 
each, chickens 10 cents a pound, eggs 
25 cents a dozen and butter at 20 
cents a pound. 

When Christmas of 1905 was draw¬ 
ing near, more superlatives began to 
appear as advertisers pushed their 
wares. “For Christmas cheer there is 
nothing that will add to Its festive 
character like good ure beer,” stated 
an Edmonton brewer. “It outstrips 
the rosy glow of the burgundy or the 
sparkling amber of the champagne 
because you can drink it with impun¬ 
ity, and each glass, instead of intox¬ 
icating, will refresh and invigorate." 
This same company advertised “fam¬ 
ily trade solicited and delivery free.” 

A welcome gift for dad was hand¬ 
made Cuban cigars which sold for 10 
cents each, or the regular manufact¬ 
ured variety at eight for 25 cents. 
Popular brand cigarettes, some of 
which are still sold today, ranged 
from 10 to 15 cents a package. For 
mom, a merry Christmas could be ex¬ 
pected if she received a $1 handbag, 
a $7.50 winter coat, or a $1.26 silk 
“fascinator."

THE STORY OF THE LOCAL 
POST OFFICE 

It is interesting to recall how the 
mail was handled in the very early 
days. There was no post office at 
that time and no train service. The 
mail was brought in by train from 
Great Falls over the old Turkey 
Truck to Stirling and from there to 
Raymond by horse and buggy. It was 
then dumped hito a large box in one 
corner of McCarthy’s store where 
each person desiring mail would bo 
obliged to search out Ills own. A lit¬ 
tle later tw r o clothes baskets were 
provided into which the mall was 
shifted from one to the other until 
the search was ended. As people be¬ 
gan to pour into Raymond a small 
post office or distributing corner was 
provided by Chas. McCarthy and in 
1903 the post office was again en¬ 
larged. 

When the Hub Building was erected 
(now the Broadway Store) in 1910 the 
Post Office was put in the portion 
now being used for men's wear, with 
James Kirkham as Post Master. In 
1912 L. D. King took over the job for 
3G years and during this period the 
Office was moved to its present quar¬ 
ters which are now proving inade¬ 
quate for the ever-increasing popul¬ 
ation. • 

In May of 1948 L. D. resigned this 
post and L. L. Palmer was chosen to 
succeed him by the Post Office De¬ 
partment of the Civil Service which 
had taken over 10,000 Post Offices in 
the country. Mr. Palmer has as his 
assistant, Mrs. Mildren Attwood. 

The Raymond and District Chamber 
of Commerce has been endeavoring 
for some time to get a new Office 
building in Town but it is still not 
known whether the government plans 
to enlarge the present Office or to 
build a uew one.

The orders 
will be filled and returned at the 
earliest possible date after the 30th 
June. Orders for new Issue postage 
stamps only will be given preference 
over mixed orders for both the new 
Issue stamps and other Issues. This 
postage stamp is of the commemorat¬ 
ive type and will not be reordered 
when the original supply is exhausted 
and will not be overprinted with the 
letter "Q" to Indicate its use by Fed¬ 
eral Government Departments. 

First Day Covers 

All patrons who desire to huve 
First Day Covers prepaid with the 
new Issue postage stamp specially 
cancelled on the date of issue, the 
30th June, are required to forward 
self-addressed covers to the Post¬ 
master, Ottawa 2, Ontario, not to the 
Philatelic Section, prior to the dute 
of issue. All covers must contain 
“fillers” and must be sealed, or have 
the flap turned in. To avoid errors, 
the patron should mark on the cover, 
upper right hand corner, the quan¬ 
tity of f»c stamps to be affixed to each 
cover.

HISTORY OF ALBERTA 

(continued from front page) 
been described as "the greatest land 
geographer who ever lived.” Besides 
exploring the upper waters of the 
North Saskatchewan, Athabasca and 
Peace Rivers, he Is said to have visi¬ 
ted the How River, near the present 
site of Calgary, in 1801. Some years 
before this the rival companies had 
established Fort Augustus (Nor’West¬ 
ers) and Fort Edmonton (11.11. Co.) 
about 20 miles from the present loca¬ 
tion of the city of Edmonton. 

In the early days the Interest of 
the white man In what is now Al¬ 
berta was confined almost entirely to 
fur trading, exploration, and Chris¬ 
tianizing the natives. The strife be¬ 
tween the rival companies became 
more and more bitter until there was 
practically open war. When it became 
apparent that this situation could 
not continue, negotiations brought 
about a union of the two organiza¬ 
tions under the name of Hudson’s 
Bay Company. From then on the af¬ 
fairs of the vast area moved peace¬ 
fully, though with little evidence of 
progress, until Confederation. 

The year 1867 saw a turning point 
in the history of the Canadian West 
as well as In that of the eastern prov¬ 
inces. The Fathers of Confederation 
had envisaged a dominion that would 
reach from sea o sea. That this vi¬ 
sion might be realized the Canadian 
Government, two years after Confed¬ 
eration, purchased ownership of the 
Hudson's Jlay Company territory for 
$ 1 , 600,000 and certain grants of land. 
Most of the west and north country 
thus became the "North West Terri¬ 
tories". 

While it was true that Canada had 
bought the territory from the great 
company, it failed to explain to the 
settlers (of whom there were 12.000) 
the purpose of the Government in ac¬ 
quiring tills great area, or to assure 
them that their rights would be pro¬ 
tected. When surveyors appeared, 
the settlers concluded they were 
about to lose their lands. The result 
was a rebellion against the authority 
of the Canadian Government. Canada 
selected a wise and understanding 
man to reassure the settlers and ex¬ 
plain the Government’s policies. This 
man, who through long service with 
tlie Hudson's Bay Company had come 
to know the country and its people, 
was the distinguished western Cana¬ 
dian who later became Ford Strath* 
conn. One outcome was the establish¬ 
ment, out of tlie North West Terri¬ 
tories, of the Province of Manitoba, 
which entered Confederation in 1870. 

The rest of the land acquired from 
t lie Hudson’t Bay Company remained 
the North West Territories, and in 
1875 the North West Territories Act, 
passed by the Canadian government, 
established a lieutenant - governor 
and a N.W.T. Council for the admin¬ 
istration of this area. In 1882 the 
districts of Assinlbola, Saskatchewan, 
Athabasca and Alberta were formed. 
It was at this point that the name 
"Alberta" was first used to designate 
a geographic unit in Canada. The 
Marquis of Lome, Governor - Gene¬ 
ral of Canada (1878 - 1882), being in¬ 
vited to name one of the provisional 
districts then being set up in West¬ 
ern Canada, called it after bis wife, 
H.R.H. The Princess Louise Caroline 
Alberta. 

To maintain law and order the Can¬ 
adian Government organized t ii e 
North-West Mounted Police. The In¬ 
dians near Red River had respected 
the courage and integrity of tlie red- 
coated British soldiers so a tunic of 
tiie same color was selected for the 
new r force. In July 1871 the march of 
the Mounties began across the thous¬ 
and mile wilderness between the Red 
River and tlie Rockies. One division 
of this force reached Fort Edmonton 
in October; the other, under Lieut.* 
Colonel J.F. Madeod, established a 
fort in southern Alberta near tlie 
town which bears his name. The fol¬ 
lowing year a post was established 
on the Row River and named Calgary, 
in honour of Colonel MacLeod's birth¬ 
place in Scotland. 

With law and order assured, and a 
railway in prospect, settlers began to 
trickle in. lint a lew years later (lie 
peace of the area was rudely disturb¬ 
ed. Tlie federal government intro¬ 
duced a new system of surveys by 
which all farms were to be square 
blocks. The half-breed settlers were 
accustomed to long narrow strips run¬ 
ning back from the rivers. Louis Riel 
who had led the first rebellion, re-
